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County files to 
Traco temporarily

Lake County has filed for an injunction 
against Traco, Inc. in an effort to put a 
stop to operations that have already begun 
at the chemical company's newly proposed 
site on Rtc. 83 in Antioch. 

Reports are that Traco had already started 
manufacturing in two small buildings on 

that site. 

According to special Asst. States Ally. 
Larry Clark, a temporary restraining order 
has been sought against Traco's new 
operation in Antioch, following stale and 
federal regulations. 

The rcstaining order filed by the states 
attorney's office calls on Traco officials to 
give all the proper information to the area 
fire department, state and county officials 
on chemicals, toxic waste, etc. to be 
involved in their manufacturing. 

Traco has been operating at a site on the 
north end of the village, just one-and-one- 
half miles inside the village limits, near 
the new Antioch Manor Subdivision. 

The chemical company had just put in 
its mixing machine when die restraining 
order was requested. • .• 

The original Traco ^planl in North 
Chicago, exploded last June and was to- 
tally destroyed, leaving three employees 
• dead. The explosion also destroyed seven 
businesses in the Coleman Complex and 
injured approximately 12 people. 

Fire departments from all over Lake 
County foughtthe blaze and traffic in the- 
area was at a standstill for hours. 

The deaths of the three employees has 
been ruled accidental by a Lake County 
Coroner's jury but conflicting testimony 
from witnesses and experts involving a 
possible missing valve, chemical reac- 
tions and the build-up of escaping chemi- 
cal gases has lead to no conclusions yet as 
to a definite cause or blame for the cxplo- 

Thc Village Board of Antioch had 
previously entered objections to Traco's 
moving into the village with the county, 
saying the board had reservations they 
would like more information on. 

At Monday's board meeting the village 
board approved instructions lo Village 
Atty. Ken Clark "to take whatever actions 
are necessary, up to and including court 
proceedings.

Traco stopped cold 

ANTIOCH— Traco Inc., the North 
Chicago chemical manufacturer burned out 
of its North Chicago location last June, 
has encountered problems moving its op- 
erations to a new location on Ric. 83 near 
the new Antioch Manor Subdivision. An 
injunction to stop operations at two 
buildings has been filed by Lake County. 
It asks the company to provide area fire 
departments and county authorities with 
details about all chemicals, toxic waste 
and hazards at the location. Last June's fire 
and explosion killed three people, injured 
12 and destroyed seven adjoining busi- 
nesses.

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Recycling not an end all 



One of the things the study of how to 
dispose of solid wastes has done is focus 
attention on the potential of recycling. 
That has its good and bad side. It is good 
that recycling is being appreciated. It is 
bad that some segments of the public, 
particularly strict environmentalists, are 
basing loo much reliance on recycling as 
the way to deal with the impending solid 
waste disposal crisis. 

After obtaining input at a public 
hearing, members of the Lake County 
Joint ^Action Solid Waste Planning 
Agency arc making their final analysis in 
preparation for selecting from three waste 
system alternatives. 

An all-out effort for recycling can 
reduce the residential, commercial and 
industrial waste stream by approximately 
25 percent. Obviously, this leaves a huge 
quantity of waste. Incineration is seen as 
the most likely method of dealing with 
the remaining waste with landfilling being 



used only to dispose of ash and residues. 
As the Waste Planning Agency 
discovered, incineration is expensive, but 
it is the ultimate answer. Modern 
technology is doing a good job handling 
environmental considerations. The big 
problem with incineration, in our 
viewpoint, is siting. Will neighbors be 
less offended by an incinerator than a 
landfill? 

Agency members representing every 
municipality in the county have done an 
excellent job compiling the alternatives. 
Now that the facts have been assembled, 
they have the opportunity of playing 
Soloman. The job agency members 
have done largely will go unthanked, but 
they have provided a yeoman service. We 
have a hunch they will include recycling 
as pan of their recommendation, but we 
hope recycling fans won't be turned off if 
their favorite method is only part of the 
solution. 



Minimal fire codes 



The list of municipalities with building 
codes requiring two-hour fire resistance 
rated construction separation walls and 
fioor-ceiling assemblies between dwelling 
units in multi-family buildings is 

surprisingly smal). 

According to an industry group made up 
of suppliers and contractors using non- 
combustible materials, only four Lake 
County communities have adopted the 
two-hour code-Grayslakc, Highwood, 
Lake Zurich and Zion. 

The Multifamily Construction Advisory 
Committee of Illinois lists 45 
communities having what the 
organization regards as upgraded building 
codes. Many of the communities with 
more stringent multi-family building 
codes require masonry and precast hollow 



core plank construction. 

When non-combustible materials have 
been used, most multi-family building 
fires can be confined to the unit of origin 
with little or no damage to adjacent 
dwelling units. 

There is considerable confusion about 
what is ideal from a fire safety viewpoint. 
Minimal codes typically require dry wall 
construction to have a two-hour rating, 
which is different than the industry 
committee advocates. "It's like comparing 
apples and oranges," one building 
inspector explained. 

Opinions on what constitutes safety, of 
course, can vary widely. The impact of 
stringent codes on building costs is a 
factor, too, leading to wonderment 
whether cost is the primary consideration. 



Fall sales welcome 



When the weather is hot-really hot- 
business cools off.

Welcome to Lake County 

Editor: 

Wc moved here last year from 
Mattcson, which is on the far southwest 
side of Chicago. We had sold our 4 
bedroom, 2 1/2 bam, 10- room house. Our 
last Cook County tax bill was about the 
same as the Lake County tax on our new 
2 bedroom, 2 bath-4 room condominium 
at Harbour Club in Wauconda, which we 
purchased in July of 1987. 

The relative higher Lake County tax 
was acceptable, for wc dearly "loved" this 
area. 

Subsequently, we learned that this 
condo had a disproportionately higher 
assessed value; that many of the single 
homes in Wauconda, which arc larger and 
have a greater dollar value were assessed at 
a lower value. ..is that fair? Consequently 
our taxes which arc automatically 
collected by The Great Northern Mortgage 
Company arc being paid under protest. 

Then came our first Lake County tax 
bill for 1987. Bingo! It was for a total lax 
increase of S243.70, largely due to School 
Dist. 18 increase. This 14.8 percent 
increase represented a problem for those of 
us who arc retired and on a fixed income, 
as well for all residents. 

However, that's not the end of die saga. 
This week wc received a notice from the 
"Supervisor of Assessments" of Lake 
County, advising that the assessed value 
factor for all of Wauconda will be 
increased from 1.000 to 1.0835-an S.35 
percent increase! What a shock! Wc then 
learned that this arbitrary increase will 
apply to all of Lake County. How can 
this be justified? 

Docs the assessor really believe dial all 
property in Lake County did, in fact, 
increase by 8.35 percent? 

Also, it is evident if the taxing bodies 
maintain the same tax rate, all of Lake 
County tax payers will see an increase of 
8.35 percent in their next Lake County 
tax bill. 

Further, what has the assessor done to 
equalize the assessed value of all property 
in Lake County? This in itself could 
possibly eliminate the increased assessed 
value across the board. Assessments 
should be proportionately equal. 

Hopefully, the taxing bodies will 
review their dollar requirements and take 
into consideration the assessed value 
increase and reduce their rate accordingly. 1 
understand dial Island Lake and Wauconda 
are taking another look at this and I trust 
other taxing bodies will follow suit.

Now, there is a 
triple dipper, and that isn't something to 
cat. So says Bob "Guess) Gcsiakowski of 
Antioch, Democratic candidate for the 
state senate in the 31st Dist.

A SKIN 

INFECTION 

Many types of skin infections come to the attention 
of the podiatrist. One type is called ecthyma. 

Ecthyma primarily affects the lower extremities, 
most often the backs of the feel and the shins. It may 
appear following a break in die skin, but the infection 
also develops in uninjured skin. 

Cases of ecthyma range from moderate to severe. 
Lesions produced by the infection arc deep, and vary 
from the size of a pea to much larger. Scratching the 
itchy area may spread die infection. Neglected, the 
lesions may leave scars or lead to complications. 

Once the podiatrist diagnoses a case of ecthyma, it 
can be eliminated in a short lime. Treatment includes 
antiseptic cleansing of die area, the application of an- 
tibiotic ointment and sometimes die use of an oral 
antibiotic as well.

Money a 

When offered a choice between money 
or promotional items, which do 
consumers prefer? 

Research surprisingly indicates that 
promotional items such as imprinted 
specialty advertising products and 
premium merchandise arc a better 
alternative to money for stimulating 
consumers, according to Ken Buck, 
president of the Specialty Advertising 
Association of Chicago (SAAC). 

To determine attitudes toward various 
promotional programs, Pace University 
New York, surveyed 180 consumers 
residing in the eastern United States. The 
study evaluated two promotional mcihods- 
-thosc using money (rebates and instant 
cash) and those using promotional items. 

An upper limit of three dollars was 
placed on the amount of money and the 
value of the promotional items offered. 
The imprinted promotional items were 
grouped into various categories, including 
writing instruments, imprinted clothing 
such as T-shirts, jackets and caps, glass 
and ceramics such as mugs, calendars, 
leather/vinyl products such as portfolios 
and carry-bags, calendars and housewares. 

When offered a choice between money 
or the imprinted items at levels of one, 
two and three dollars, unexpected 
preferences among consumers emerged: 

-The intrinsic value, or perceived 
personal worth of the items, exceeded their 
actual cost for 85 percent of the 
participants. 

-When the amount of money offered 
exceeded the intrinsic value of the items 
by 20 to 30 percent, 85 percent of the

"For advertisers, these findings suggest 
that by using carefully selected imprinted 
promotional products, the perceived value 
received will exceed their cost," Buck said. 



"For example, a promotional product with 
an actual cost of 69 cents and a perceived 
value of 90 cents will provide the 
advertiser 38 cents of promotional benefits 

of promotional items over money include 
a lower cost-pcr-mcssagc exposure, higher 
recall rates, greater brand loyalty and a 
preference by consumers," Buck said. 

"Money offers none of these benefits. 
There is no promotional carry-over, little 
additional buyer loyally is gained, and the 
program can be easily replicated by 
competition." .

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"One of the most important 
psychological reasons that home owners 
cite is the need to have a 'safe haven' from 
the pressures and cares of the world," said 
Waiters, adding: "Others see a home as a 
symbol of success and/or a statement 
about self and life style."

Higher priority should be given to ac- 
quiring open space land in northwest Lake 
County, especially around Fox Lake. That 
is what Mayor William Dam told 60 per- 
sons at Grant High School last week at- 
tending one of a scries meetings on the 
long-term open space needs of the Lake 
County Forest Preserve Dist. 

"On a pro-rata basis this quadrant of 
Lake County is not getting its fair share," 
Dam said directly' to Forest Preserve and 
County Board officials attending the 
hearing conducted by Board Member Fred 

Popp of Dist. 4. 

Dam publically called on Forest 
Preserve officials and County Board 
members from Dist. 4 to conduct an audit 
of Forest Preserve purchases in all 
quadrants of the county. "I made a 
legitimate request and 1 expect board 
members from our area to follow 
through," Dam said afterwards. "I want the 
public to sec exactly where the forest 
preserve money is being spent in this 

county." 

The mayor went on to note that H>x 
Lake and Grant Twp. along with adjoining 
townships have been slighted on open 
space purchases. Only Forest Preserve 



lands in Grant Twp. arc a small piece in 
the northwest corner of the township bor- 
dering McHcnry County and the Grant 
Forest Preserve across from St. Bcdc's 
Church between Monavillc and Wilson 

Rds. 

"This isn't parity," Dam said. "Things 
arc changing. Once people once thought 
acquisition of such land was a way to get 
it off the tax rolls. Times arc changing. 
People now realize the value of open 
space toward improving the value of their 

land - . i ti 

"All I am asking for is parity on dollars 

spent and land acquired in the county," the 
Fox Lake mayor said. As a result of his 
request, he hopes the Forest Preserve Dist. 
will establish more uniform county-wide 
priorities on future acquisitions. 

The Sept. 28 hearing was exactly for 
that purpose. Unveiled at that and a previ- 
ous meeting were recommendations of a 
consultant for future open space land pur- 
chases throughout Lake County. No 
specific parcels have been identified. 
Following the fourth hearing Forest 
Preserve commissioners will consider 
adopting a master plan for future land 
purchases.

Tips For The 
Winter Gardener 
•After the ground freezes, 
you'll want to cut back your 
cfoysAhtlttmurns to ground 
level, and cover them with 
mulch. Hardy mums will 
survive winter, and new 
shoots will start to nppear 
come spring. When the 
shoots grow to six inches, 
you can dig. divide and 
transplant them. 

•Wilted annuals need to 
be pulled up for compost, 
and perennials should have 
lops cut to ground level by 
now. Phlox, hostn. peony 
and asters will winter over 
and send up shoots come 
spring. 

•You'll want your lawn to 
U* as short as possible over 
the winter months to pre- 
vent diseases such as snow 
mold. A final cutting now 
can't hurt Set the blade at 
one and one-half-inch lower, 
and don't worn- about a few 
leaves remaining. They'll be 
cut by the mower and re- 
main as light mulch. I f you 
have lots of leaves, however, 
rake before mowing. 

•If you turn the ther- 
mostat down at this time of 
year, some plants may not 
"make it through the cold 
winter nights. Common and 
sturdy houseplants such as 
liegonias and philodcmirons" 
have tropical origins and 
like it cower than the G0"F 
to 65'F degrees many peo- 
ple set their home ther- 
mostats to. Some planus 
which do like it cooler, 
however, will thrive in these 
conditions. Most succulents, 
used to cool desert nights, 
do very well in such an en- 
vironment. Geranium and 
jade plants are also known 
to thrive through cooler 
nights.

Q. Our cat came home one 
day and started circling. At 
first I thought she was play- 
ing, but she kept it up 
almost in a frenzy. This 
went on for quite a while un- 
til she finally slept for days. 
Was she deranged or having 
a nervous breakdown? 

A. Any time a cat 
circles like that, you should 
take it to the veterinarian 
immediately. Circling to the 
left or right usually in- 
dicates an infection in the 
middle or inner ear. 

Q. We recenUy adopted 
a kitten and found it luis car 
mites. Should we take her 
back? 

A. Ear mites are a com- 
mon parasite for cats, and 
more adopted kittens have 
them than don't Most kit- 
tens pick them up from 
their mothers, but the 
highly-contagious mites can 
Ixi picked up anywhere a lot 
of cats are together. 

Ear mites live around and 
inside the ear and feed on 
the cat's blood. Although 
they are very small, you can 
tell when a cat has them 
because its normal pink, 
smooth ears have brown, 
crumbly "gunk" in the 
crevices. If not remedied, 
mites will continue to infect 
the ear and head. The cat 
constantly scratches and 
may cause scabbing or loss 
of hair. Ix'ft too long, the 
mites can cause inner infec- 
tion which could lead to 
cerebral damage. 

Home treatment includes 
swubbing the area with 
alcohol or hydrogen perox- 
ide. Miles propagate rupid- 
ly so the treatment should 
Ihj continual over time to 
break tlie lifecycie, just as in 
the treatment of fi'Jis. A 
veterinarian will have the 
' proper instruments and 
solutions to deal with the 
problem moat efficiently. 
When treating a cat with 
nates, don't forget the head 
and tail; cats often sleep 
with their tails curled up 
around their face, and the 
mites may jump on for a 
ride. Dab a little alcohol to 
the tail as well.
